LOSS AMONG BOERS IS NOT YET KNOWN

LONDON, Nov. 2.—Lord Kitchener has
reported to the War office a disaster lo
the British uear Bethel, eastern Transvaal,
fn which two guns were lost, several of-
ficers killed or wounded, Afty-four men
wera killed and 160 wounded.

The followlng I8 the text of Lord Kitch-
ener's dispatch, dated Pretorla, Novem-
ber 1:

“] pave just heard of & severe attack
made on the rear guard of Colonel Hen-
son's column when about twenty miles
morthwest of Bethel, near Brokenlaagte,
during a thick mist.

“The strength of the enemy .is reported
to have been 1,000, They rushed two guns
with the rear guard, but It Is uncertain
whether they wore enabloed to remove them.

“I fear our casualties were heavy. Colonel
Penson was wounded. A relleving column
will reach him this morning."

Later Lord Kitchener telegraphed as fol-
lown:

“Colonel Barter, who marched from the
constabulary line yesterday, reached Ben-
son's column early this morning (Friday)
unopposed. Me reporis that Colonel Ben-
#on died of his wounds.

“The other casunlties are the following:
Killed—Colonel E. Guiness, Major F. D.
Murray, Captalng M. W. Kundsay and F. T.
Thorould, Lisutenants K. V. I. Brooks and
R. E. Shepard and Second Lieutenant A. I
Corlett.

“Died of his wounda:
Lloyd.”

Lord Kitchener then gives the names of
thirteen other officers who were wounded,
most of them severely, and announces that
fifty-four noncommissioned officers and men
were killed and 160 were wounded, adding
that four of the latter have since died
of thelr wounds. The dispatch then says:

“l assume that the two guns have been
recovered and the enemy has withdrawn,
but I have no further details.

Colonel Benson had been for some time
operating ‘in the vicinity of Bethel, which
{s northeast of Standerton. He surprised
& Poer Inager October 22 near Trickhards-
fontein.

Kitchener Falin to Explnin AllL

Three days later, according to Lord
Kitchener's report at the time, after a
long night march, the commandoes under
Grobellar and Erasmus "‘heavily attacked
Benson's rear guard and flanks at Yzel-
vrakfontein, but were easlly driven away.'

Whether this was the attack that re-
milted so Adisasteously, or whether the
Boers, who had been repulsed, took ad-
vantage of the mist to renew the atiack, ls
atill unexplained, Lord Kitchener does not
give the date of the Bethel engagement.

BOERS MAY AVENGE THE DEAD

Execution of Burghers by British
Brings 'Thréata of
Reprisals,

Captain Lyrre

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 1.—The Boer depu-
tation here summoned Messrs, Leyds and
Bouchen by telegraph yesterday from Brua-
sels to consider dispatches recelved from
the Boer leaders In the field, saying that
the fighting burghers were determined to
make reprisals If the Britlsh coutinued
hanging and shooting rebels and others to
the effect that the Boer authorities in
Bouth Africa aflirm that the adoption of
reprisals would be bad policy, and In order
to sirengthen their position they request
Mr. Kruger to let them know his opinlon, as
be still has the greatest hold on the minds
of the burghers.

The meeting lastied four hours and It was
decided to advise Mr. Kruger to comply
with the request of the Boer authorities and

CAILLARD HOLDS TO COURSE

that French Espedition to
Turkey Has Retnrned in
Incorrect.

PARIS, Nov. 1.—The dispatch from Tou-
lon announcing the return of Admiral Call-
lard’s division of the French Mediterranean
squadron to that port proves to be Incer-
rect. The oficials of the Forelgn oMce to-
day Informed the Associated Press that the
admiral has not returned and that the facts
sel forth in these dispatches yesterday are
correct. The ndmira] Is now on hia way to
Turkish waters,

The incorrect announcement from Toulon
of the return of Admiral Calllard’s division,
which created a great sensation, emanated
from the correspondent of a well known
news agency. The explanation is that Ad-
miral Maigret, commander of the Mediter-
rancan fleet, returned to Toulon at 7
o'vlock yesterday evening with all his ves-
sels excopt those belonging to Admiral
Caillard's divigsion. The correspondent of
the news agency referred to miscounted the
vesaels, owing to the darkness. ?

A corrected list of Admiral Calllard's
ships bas now been published. The list
cabled yesterday was that of his ordinafy
light division, but it appears that a speclal
squadron was formed, composed of the bat-
tleahips Agulols and Cbharlemagne, the
crulsers Amarll, Pothuau, Chanzey and
Galllee and two torpedo boat destroyers of
the Hallabarde type.

A dispatch to the Temps from Constan-
tinople says thirty officers of Lhe-mavy re-
cently mutinied on account of arrears cf
pay and proceeded to the palace to make a
demonstration. The sullan then sent an
alde de camp with an Installment of the
money due them and the officers thereupon
desinted.

AUTONOMISTS COMMEND MASO

Candidate for Presideney of CUnba
Finds Encounragement in Ofcial
Organ at Havana.

HAVANA, Nov. 1.—-The manifesio of
General Bartolomeo Maso, declaring himaelf
A candidate for the presidency of Cuba, has
caused a stir In political circlen. It is
generally admitted that he Is a strong
candidate with the autonomist parly.

El Diarlo de la Marina, the organ of the
mutonomists, commends the manifesto. *'It
Is not the red-hot bombshell predicted,”
says the paper, “but a conservative and
well-ordered pronouncement, The Idea of
evolving gradually into Independence under
the Platt amendment Is the view the au-
tonomists take. CGeneral Maso's plea that
the payment of the army should be the first
obligation of the republic is a political
move and bas no alarming algnificance, es-
peclally when we take into consideration
the manifesto."”

Eleven Children Die from Effects of Romedy
for Diphtheria

AS MANY OTHERS LIE DANGEROUSLY ILL

Many of Them Were Not AMicted
with Discase;, Sabmitting to In-
oculation Merely as Precnns
tionary Measure,

—

T. LOUIS, Nov. 1.—The Lt of deaths
attributed to lockjaw s & result of the
admiolstration of diphtherin antl-toxine
made by the city chemist now numbers
eleven, two new deaths beilng reported to-
day. Eleven other children are reporied
to the bealih department as suffering from
16ckjaw with slight chances for recovery.

The cause of lockjaw in each cane Is sald
to be polsoning from the city's diphtheria
antl-toxine. As a result of the charges
the health department has bégun the free
distribution of tetanus anti-toxime. It s
designed to Inject the serum into the blood
of diphtheria patients who have been In-
oculated with the tetanus lnfected serum
and thus exposed to lockjaw,

The health department has slso an-
nounced that no more diphiherla anti-
toxine will be made by (he city of Bt
Louls.

The Investigation ordered by the city
coroner to determine positively the cause
of the deaths of the children who are al-
leged to have died of lockjaw, following
the administration of the city’s aut|-toxine,
is belng pushed and it Is expected that Its
object will be accomplished in & fow days.
Drs. Bolton, Fish and Waldon, three of the
monst experienced bacterlologists in St
Louls, are making tests with the anti-toxine
with serum taken from the spinal columns
of the dead children.

At the Baptist hospital an Independent
investigation bax convinced Drs. A, B,
Nichols, R. C. Harris and C, C. Morris that
the presence of tetanus germs in the city
anti-toxine {8 indisputable. A gulnea plg,
which was Inoculated with the anti-toxine,
developed symptoms of lockjaw Tbursday
morning and died today.

WU COMMENDS GOLDEN RULE

Chinene Minister Conalders that Gova
ernment Shonld Net Discrim-
inate Against Orient.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Nov. 1.—Wu Ting
Fang, Chinese minister at Washington, de-
lvered an address before 4,000 atudents of
the university here tonight on the “Ten-
dencles of the Times.” He sald In part:

“1 fully appreciate the excellence of your
political, economical and educational sys-
tems, Too much cannot be sald in praise of
the founders of this country for their fore-
sight, but excellent as are the systems they
founded, they are not yet perfectly sulted
to aull timea.

“China lived too much in the past. I am
sorry for it. Its Jlterature and Its gov-
ernment are relics of the past. They were
all right when Ohioa was jsolated, but in
thene days, of progress are inadequate for

' present needs.”’

Mr. Wu referred to the strife which is
almost constantly being waged between cap-
ital and labor in this country and sald:

"It is snild that capital |s antagonistic to
labor. Why Is this 807 One s essential to
the other. There should be a better appll-
cation of the value of both. Trusts and
labor unloos should unite. Why should not
disputes between capital and labor be taken
in the courts like clvil suits for settle-
ment?

“Thid country needs restrictive immigra-
tion laws of general scope and not laws
that single out one race. The special laws
against Chinese Immigration are the resultl
of the |gnorance of the facts. All Chipa~-
men who leave China come from Quan
Tung province. The Chinese barriers from
this country should be removed.”

Mr. Wu sald the best way to go was by
the golden rule.

TIMBERS IN PATH OF TRAIN

Northern Pacific Detectives Are Work-
ing to Unravel Plot Hatohed fo
Wreck the Limited,

8T. PAUL, Nov. L.—Northern Pacific se-
cret service men are working upon what
they belleve was a plot to wreck and rob
the North Coast llmited train two weeks
ago near Deer Lodge, Mont, The limited
was late reaching Butte, westbound, and
it was running fast to regain its schedule.
Near Deer Lodge the engine struck a pile
of bridge timbers on the track. Every
coach In the trailn, except the observa-
tlon car, was deralled. Both the engineer
and firoman stuck to their posts applying
the airbrakes and the traln was satopped
within its own length, all the coaches re-
malning upright.

Evidence has been obtained that the
timbers were Intentionally placed on the
track and the detectives have msucceeded
In connecting two men with the plot. No
arrests have been made.

The cabinet also discussed the abroga-
tion of the so-called Browning Indian school
ruling, but no further action was taken.
Beeretary Hitcheock explained the sltua-
tlon and sald that if the abrogation proved
a disadvantage to the Indian children, or
detrimental to their best interests, he would
recall it and re-establish the Browning
rullng, and directed that Indlan agents
first should bulld up and maintain the gov-
ernment day schools and declared that In-
dlan parents have no right to designate
which school thelr children shall attend.
“ln a particular case, however,” he sald,
“according to this ruling, where the agents
think it advisable to follow the wishes of

ASKS MONEY FOR VETERANS

Interiar Department Submits Its Es-
timates for Pensions and Other
Expenaeas,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The estimates
for the expenditures of the Interior depart-
ment during the fiscal year beginning next
July aggregate $170,000,000, of which $142,-
161,200 {s asked for penslons and the ad-
ministrative work of the pension bureau,
§$1,961,270 being for salaries of the bureau
personnel and $250,000 for the (nvestiga-
tions of special examiners in penslon cases.

In addition to $1,356,161 already appro-
priated for the twelfth census, §1,972,120
for the next year is asked. Of the amount
heretofore appropriated for the census
$0,423,332 had been disbursed up to August
31 last, leaving & balance of appropriations
unexpended on that date of $4,092,5678,

Johmston, who accompanied them, they
asked for mbout forty mcres each of ag-
ricultural land for each person.

GOOD MONTH FOR FARMING

Weather Bureau Hulletin HReporis
that General Conditions Have
Heen Helpful to Husbandry.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—~The weather bu«
reau today issued & bulletin showing the
weather conditions for the last month
throughout the country. That part of the
bulletin relating particularly to crops fol-
lows;

“Phe month has been very mild and for
the most part drier than usual, the weather
conditlons belng generally favorable for
farming operations, Rain Is very generally
needed, however, over the middle and south
Atlantlec and gulf const districts and also In
the central valleys and middle Rocky moun-
taln reglon, drouth belng very sovere in
western Texas and in the upper Oblo val-
ley. Very little damage by frost has oc-
curred. On the Pacific coast the month has
been favorable except in Californla, where
ralns caused some damage.

“The conditions have been very favorable
for gathering corn end husking has made
favorable progress. In Nebraska, Kansas
snd Towa fall grain has made vigorous
krowth, but needs rain over limited arous
In the two last named states. In Missourl,
INinols, Ohio and Kentucky germination and
growth of fall-sown grain has been checked
by absepce of molature. In Indiana and
Michigan the condition of the crop is very
promising.

“Practically the whole month has beem
fuvorable for cotten picking and, except
over limited areas, the bulk of the crop is
now gathered,”
